LUNATICS CREMATED 


Horrifying Fire in an Insane Asylum -

GRAZING TAX 


Some of the farmers and ranchers 
in the Fish creek district have a 
gtievance against the Indian depart- 
ment. Fish creek runs just inside 
the southern boundary of the Sarcee 
reserve. The cattle of neighboring 
ranchers being addicted to the repre- 
hensible habit of drinking water and 
there being no water handy but that 
iu Fish creek they naturally gravi- 
tate to the creek for shelter and liquid 
refreshment. Last summer Indian 
‘Agent McNeill, acting under instrue- 
tions from headquarters, noiificd the 
eettlers that they were required to 
pay a tax of 25c per head on all 
eattle which evinced a preference for 
the limpid water of the creek and 
the cool shades of the surrounding 
groves. Later there came from the 
@cpartment a written demand to each 
settler for the tax. The community 
deems the arfangement unfair and 
steps are being taken by petition and 
otherwise to bring the ranchers’ side 
of the case before the powers that 
be. It is understood that instructions 
Lave been issued to enforce the tax 
throughout the whole country wher- 
ever similar conditions exist. 

It is not so much the amount of 
the tax that is objected to. Twenty 
five cents a head is not a large sum of 
money to pay for water and shelter 
all the year round. In fact It is pos- 
sible that the privilege may be worth 
considerably more. and In the case of 
those whose cattle are grazing regu- 
larly on Indian reserves it is quite 
reasonable, both from their point of 
view and that of the Indians, who 
have cattle of their own, that a small 
etazing tax should be paid. But the 
question involved ia: where is it go- 
ing to end? Is Mr. Sifton inserting 
the thin edge of a wedge which will 
ultimately mean a general tax on cat- 
Ue grazing on public land? The 
special inducement held up by every 
advocate of increased settlement on 
the prairies of the North West is that 
the rublic range and the water supply 
of the country are free, that the 
grasses and the water which would 
otherwise go to waste stand without 
money and without price at the 
disposal of the settler, old or new, 
who is willing to invest his capital 
in cattle ‘to eat it and convert it into 
beef which will enrich the country. 
Should it go abroad that this induce- 
ment to immigration is to be abolish- 
ed another blow will ve struck at 
the development of the North West. 
A private individual is not allowed 
to fence up a natural water supply 
which may be necessary for the needs 
of surrounding settlers, nor is he al- 
lowed to charge his neighbors for the 
water which their cattle may drink 
out of a stream running through his 
property, Should the Indians be 
given any greater privileges thaa 
private ranchers? 

It is just as well, irrespective of 
Whether this tax is right or wrong, 
advisable or inadvisable, that the Hon. 
Mr. Clifford Sifton be given to under- 
stand, clearly and unmistakably, that 
the ranchers and people of Alberta 
will resent to the utmast any attempt 
to handicap this country with unwise 
and unnecessary taxation in its in- 
fancy. Alberta and its ranching in- 
dustry want nothing that savors of 
3@ per cent royalties on Yukog gold 
Rot at least aati] the eountey ts &))- 
ed up.

London, February 8.—Mrs. Brooks, 
a resident of the west end of London, 
is trying to establish her claim to the 
title and dignity of Queen of the 
Gypsies of all the earth, Her claim 
aiso extends to a demand for the pos- 


session of property worth, roughly 
speaking, five million dollars. 

Mrs, Brooks is not a Gypsy herself, 
but she claims to be a lineal descen- 
dunt of Lydia Chileott, the first Queen 
of the Gypsies, and Blijah Smith, one 
of the early kings From this couple 


she traces her lineage through the 
highways and byways of many famil- 
ies, and proves to her own complete 
satisfaction that she is the only re- 
maining descendant of the ancient 
royal family of Gypsies, and, there- 
fore, is entitled to the vast estates 
which have been in Chancery or 
sumewhere else, since sore time dur- 
ing the last century 

The only obetacle between Mre. 


Brooks aud her desires is a lack of 


in- | 


identification. The Gypsies of Eng- 
land have been looking a great many 
years for “the lost child,” as they cali 
ber, and if Mrs. Brooks can establish 
her claim to thia tithe she may cone 
day be rich, 

Even, if Mrs. Brooks gets what she 
wants, however, her path may not 
continue to be #t-ewn with roses, for 
a substantial movement is on foot 
among the citizens of Essex County 
to drive the Gypsies from their terri- 
tory, The nomadic dwellers in tents 
have gone to Eesex in great numbers 
of late, and the Essex people are now 
determined to keep agitating until the 
Gypsies are forced to leave. 


THE viuiORIA ELECTION 


It je a terrible blow to the govern- 
ment, one which it is impossible they 
can long survive. It means demoral- 
ization and dissolution if the placer 
legislation failed in Victcria, where 
it was expected to be popular it spells 
hopeless ruin to Mr. Hume in Koot- 
enay, where it has been regarded from 
the first with the very gravest appre- 
hension.

THE EXPAN- 


Mr. Morley the other day challenged 
‘all and sundry to give him a defini- 
jtion of the term “Little Englander,”

ef this country carries obligations 
‘which are out of proportion to its ad- 
vantages,” This terse statement of 
the case of the  anti-expansionist 
should be of use in the national de- 
bate now in progress over this very 
question in the United States. Still, 
if the whole question is to be in- 
cluded in his statement, we must 
read a very full meaning into the 
word ‘advantages.’ -Many a man in 
the United States is arguing with un- 
doubted sincerity and a noble spirit 
that one of the chief reasons why the 
Americans should not draw back from 
the opportunity to control the destiny 
of the Philippines and to take a share 
j{n leading the Orient out of dream- 
| land into the new day, is to be found 
in the “obligation” this will impose 
on the American people to lay the 
pathe of their eastern brothers in the 
right direction. They regard this 
“obligation” as an “advantage,” or 
better, as an opporturity. 

“The “obligations” whose weight wili 

be felt, are not of this character, how- 
ever, They are better represented by 
the dollars which uld have to be 
voted to equip and sustain the stand- 
ing army of 100,000 men, provided for 
{n the first Hull bill presented to Con- 
Gress the other day. The number 
bas already, indeed, been cut down 
to 60,000 under the pressure of this 
reluctance to assume this kind of 
“pbiigation.” Paying twenty millions 
for the Philippines--which may hard- 
ly be a fair way of stating that the 
Americans assume a just part of the 
Philippine debt-—is another of these 
weighty arguments against expansion, 
which will be heard from the hustings 
at the next election with considerable 
effect. In this dollars und cents age, 
the ordinary man is apt in such mat- 
ters to reckon up what this new na- 
tional glory will cost him, and then 
try to arrive at a conclusion as to 
whether or not it will pay him to 
invest,

THE WATERWORKS QUESTION 


| The hysterical commotion into 
which the city council and a great 
‘part of the civic community wae 
worked over the restaurant license 
question has apparently relegated sev- 
eral far more important subjects to 
oblivion, After al!, the question of 
additional licenses 18 a trivial mat- 
ter 60 far as the material progress 
of the city is concerned. it is like 
the Manitoba school question, a strife- 
breeder, introducing a vexatious ele- 
ment into the business of the council 
and taking up valuable time which 
cught to be devoted to the water- 
works and other problems urgently de- 
manding attention. 

If our wonderful mayor or any of 
the aldermen have an intelligent idea 
as to how the waterworks problem is 
going to be delt with, the ratepayers 
have yet te hvar it. The city’s con- 
tract with the present company will 
e@apire in September next, The late 
council held many animated discus- 
sicns on the matter, and it was ex- 
pected Jast summer that long before 
this a well matured scheme would 
Lave been placed before the ratepay- 
ers and water users. But as far as 
The Herald can see we are ao nearer 
|e solution than we were a year ago. 

What is the council going to do 
about it? Are we to buy the old 
works at the lowest figure the com- 
pany will sell for, or are we to put in 
a new system? If the latter, haa the 
council secured any reliable data as 
to what a new system will cost? 
These are questions many ratepayers 
; would like to eee answered, It ap- 
|pears to The Herald that both the 
ratepayers atid council will be com- 
pletely in the dark until an expert is 
employed to go over the ground,size 
up the requirements, estimate the 
value of the old waterworks and give 
us an intelligent caculation as to the 
cost of a new system. We have a 
lot of amateur experts at large in 
the community giving various ovw!- 
like oninions on these points, but 
after all there is, as far aa the public 
know. not a single individual who 
really knows what he is talking about. 
jit there is a qualitiea, 
experienced and practical waterworks 
man in the city The Herald would 
like to see him given the job. If 
not, the council should lose no time

vision ts made for any appeal against

Therefore the court of revision as pro- 
vided by the ordinance ia nothing but 
f pretence or a farcical fraud. A simple 
majority carries a debenture bylaw, 
another gross wrong. A ratepayer 
erscesed but for one acre has equal 
vote with one who may be ansseaned 
for 600 avres. A fiaancial scheme of 
this experimental nature should re- 
cule at least a two thirds vote, in- 
volving as it does complete ruin to 
many if this system of taxation is en- 
.  Non-uvers are taxed equally 
with those who use the water to the 
extent of the number of acres for 
which the engineer assesses them. It 
is manifest that it can only be a pay- 
ing proposition so far as the water is 
actually employed in irrigating. Jus- 
ties demands that only those should 
te tazed who use the water. The 
Calgary Irrigation Company have as 
much right to get a law passed com- 
pelling all those through whore lands 
the diteh passes to use the company’s 
water. An irrigation district differs 
ersentially from a city or town muni- 
cipality, In that it has no such com- 
runity of interest. It is of no more 
benefit to me that my neighbor is 
making money by irrigation than it 
fs to one in Ontario; then why not 
make the Ontario man contribute? It 
appears evident from the section pro- 
viding for the levying and collecting 
of rates that the whole expense falls 
;On the resident ratepayers. No pro- 
vision is made for appointing an audi- 
tor in behalf of the ratepayers, nor 
that any financial statement be at 
any time submitted to them by the 
trustees. The ordinance provides a 
big job for the engineer and lawyer, 
, is framed solely in the interest of the 
man who wants irrigation, the rights 
‘of the neighbor who does not wish 
to irrigate being totally ignored. In 
| @pplication it is nothing less than le- 
galized robbery. Taking it altogether, 
it is about as monstrous a piece of 
tyrannical injustice as was ever at- 
; tempted on a community. It is a 
standing menace to all land owners. 
: Should the scheme be enforced it will 
‘tend directly to depreciate Jand value 
in the district, deter purchasers, <rive 
good men away and engender con- 
stant strife and bitterness. How can 
a man feel kindly towards neighbors 
who compel him to ruinously contri- 
bute to a scheme for their sole possibie 
benefit? The best authorities main- 
tain that irrigation is unnecessary in 
this district and would prove a ruin- 
ous failure. J. 8. Dennis, deputy 
commissioner of public works and ir- 
rigation, condemned this particular 
echeme, stating publicly in Calgary, 
that if the settlers of Springbank 
would farm thejr lands intelligently 
they would not need irrigation. Mr. 
Dennis was right. What is needed is 
not irrigation but better farming.

PRINCE ALFRED'S DEATH 


Shrouded in Mystery Died With Only 
Strangers to Watch Him 


London, February 13.—The Morn- 
ing Leader publishes the following 
| despatch from Meran, in the Austrian 
Tyrol: Nothing couid be sadder than 
the circumstances attending the death 
Prine Alfred of Saxe Coburg on Mon- 
day in this lonely spot, left alone by 
, his friends and surrounded by strange 
| faces. There is a certain mystery 
| surrounding the whole affair. When 
he arrived a fortnight ago, tho young 

prince was already deranged and 
idying. Yet he was accompanied only 
, by a single doctor. “He was so weak 
} that he could hardly stand. At times 
‘he was unable even to convey his 
food to his mouth. He raved in de- 
lirium of his childhood, relatives and 
comrades, and had frequent fits of 
violence, during which he_ suffered 
agony and would cry like a child, beg- 
ging his father and mother in heart- 
rending tenes to save him from 
th awful pains in his head. Towards 
the end ¢*hr.e pains increased, caus- 
‘ing frightful scenes. He died in de- 
lirium, alone with the two doctors en- 
| trustgd with his care. 

“It seems strange that no relatives 
or friends were sunimoned to _ his 
deathbed. The proprietor of the 
sanitarium declined to state the cause 
of death, and the registrar at the 
town hall told me the death certifi- 
cate was under lock and key, and 
; Would be shown to nobody.”

SECOND INSTALMENT 


Doukies are Disinfected, Shaken Out 
and Fumigated. 


Halifax, February 14.—The s' 
er Lake Superior that brought out, 
second lot of Russian Doukhobo: 
fumigated yesterday, and by 
the last of the immigrants and their 
clothing will have been disinfected, 
and on Friday the steamer protected 
by a clean bill of health will sail for 
St. John’s with her load of more than 
2,000 Russians, By actual count it is 


found that the Doukhobors at quar- 
antine gumber 2,002 souls, 

It is now 16 days since the arrival 
here of the steamer, reporting the 
death of one child from small-pox, 
When they get away on Friday,just 
three weeks will have been spent in 
this part. Dr. Montizambert, chief of 
the Canadian quarantine and Dr, 
Jones, assistant health officer, of 
Halifax, have been on the island. just 
as much prisoners as any of the im- 
migrants, »:d they have rushed the 
work of disinfection as hard as it 
could be pushed, but the iast of the 
passengers wil not have undergone 
the last of the process before Tuesday, 
Dr. McKay says there has been no 
sickness in quarantine since the sia- 
tion was occupied by the Doukho- 
bors except that one man contracted 
pneumonia, from which, however, he 
is now recovered. Difficulty has been 
experienced during the last week in 
keeping the building warm. Two 
great stoves were erected in the bath 
house but with the added heat there 
Was none too much warmth. The bath 
house was formerly used as a coal 
rhed, but it has been battened on the 
outside and thoroughly prepared in 
the interior. 

The steamer Lake Ontario which 
will bring the next contingent out 
Was reported at Cadiz some time age 
with her Spanish soldiers from Ha- 
vena. From that port the steamer 
proeeeds to Batoum.
